Scouring Plows.—Our old friend, 


John G. Taylor, Esq.', ofj Blue Mound 
township, called to seq us to-day, and in 
conversing upon tho agricultural prospects 
of tho season, ho gave ns some Items with 
regard to plowing which may be of Interest 
to tlio farming community. 
Hn states that 


a great deal of difficulty has been experi- 
enced by farmers thin spring in getting 
their plows to scour, which ho informs ut 
is owing to the unprecedenlcd drouth of 
tho past two seasons, followed by tho hard 
freezes of last winter, which has resulted 
n making the soil so light ami mellow that 
t is almost impossible to malco a plow 
scour, because tho ground oll'ors little or no 
resistance to tho mould-board. Bo great is 
this difllculty that Mr, Taylor says his Sat- 
ley Gang Plow, which ho has used for six 
or seven years with tho; greatest BSCOCBS, 
this spring would not scour until first thor- 
oughly polished by running it in heavy clay 
and. 
Ho says that farmers uhoul J not And 


'uult with tho manufacturer if thoir plows 
full to scour properly this spring, for they 
need not expect anything clso until wo have 
iiacl a hard, dashing rain.
